Among the itiamly northern 
politicians in Khartoum, the most 
contentious issue remains how far 
to go in fxulsbbg officials of the 
Numeiri era. known as the “ser- 
vants of May” after the May 1969 
coup which biou^t the former 
president to power. 

Bahaeddm Idris, former min- 
ister at the presidency, is already

WITH great patience and cur- 
iosity. I have and re-read the 
statements issued hy die White 
House after the Israeli attack on 
Ihe Palestine Lilieration Org- 
anisation offices in Tunis liLst 
week. I searched hard for a touch 
of humanity in (he American pos- 
ition. but found little, either in the 
lines or in between them. 

The ih rust of the A mericun pos- 
ition remains disooncertingly sup- 
portive of l.sraeli militarism. That, 
in itself Is nothing new. of course, 
for we have lived with decade.s of 
American su|^ri of virtually 
anything that Israel does in the 
cause m its defence and .security. 

Only in the statements of Sec- 
retary of Stale George .Shultz 
could one discem u hint of balance 
in condemning violence by Ixith 
skies in the Aruli-Israeli dispute, 
though Mr. Shultz Is reporiaJ to 
have told Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yii^uk Shamir privately that 
Washington viewed the raid on 
Tunis as “legitimate .self-defence 
auairLsi terrorism.’' The White 
Ifouse siatemenLs. however, and 
those of President Ronald Reagan 
himself, remain models of a brand 
of moral parlLsauship that Is gua- 
ranteed to peipetuate the vki- 
lence. rather than to lessen it.. 

Just after the Israeli rakl. Pre- 
sident Reagan said that the Isrsieli 
raid was ''legitimate self- 
defence’’. though a few days later 
White House siatemenLs dow- 


ngraded the American reaction 
s^tly by calling the Israeli attack 
“iinderstundalile." 

President Reagtin tried in his 
weekly, radb bFoadca.st last Sat- 
urday to strike a bit more balance. 
He noted that he had watched “in 
shock and dtsmay" the recent att- 
acks against Israeli civilians and 
the Israeli attack agaiast PLO 
headquarters “in a country that is 
an old friend of the United Sta- 
tes."

There is an obvious anenqit 
hereby the United States to walk a 
fhe line lietween die Arali and 
l.sraeli protagonists, but it Is wertk 
and unconvincing.

Gorbachev pitch 


to Europeans 
leaves open deal 
with Reagan

UKUSSEl-S — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Ciuriiadiev's new arms 
control proposals .seem aimed at 
softening up Washington’s West 
European allies without dosing 
the door to a deal with President 
Reagan. NATO analysts say. 

Gorbachev's Ixild call during a 
four-day visit lo France last week 
for a 50 per cent cut in strategic 
nuclear arms. tied, to a ban on 
space weapons, grabbed Western 
headlines and put Reagan under 
l)ig pressure before their vital 
summit in Geneva next month. 

On Ixith scores Gorliadiev can 
claim a large measure of success, 
aided to some extent hy the abs- 
ence of a oomparably striking res- 
ponse from Washington. 

A key feature of Gorbachev's 
“operation seduction’’, as the 
French press dubbed it, was his 
flattery of Western Europe. 

He offered a political dialogue 
with the European Community, 
which the Kremlin previously ref- 
used to recognise, and separate 
talks with Britain and France on 
their independent nuclear forces, 
which it had previously lumped 
together with America’s. 

He also said Moscow was red- 
ucing the number of itsSS-20 mis- 
siles aimed at Europe — a dear 
attempt to sway next months’ 
Dutch decision on deploying U.S. 
Cruise missiles. * 

While playing this “European 
card", the Soviet leader was car- 
eful to leave open the chance of an 
agreement with America. 

His proposals seemed aimed' 
less at driving the United .States- 
out of Europe, a long-standing 
Western charge, than at forcing 
West European leaders to exert 
pressure on Reagan to com- 
promise. 

In this he was not wholly suc- 
cessful, although several allied 
leaders did appeal to Washington 
for a oonsiructtve response. 

But President Francois Mit- 
terrand flatly rejected talks on 
France’s atomic arsenal and ref- 
used to he drawn into a joint con- 
demnation of Reagan’s pro- 
gramme for a space^ased nuclear 
defence, despite his misgtviiigs 
aliout the U.S. Strategic Defence

Initiative (SDl). known popularly 
as “Star Wars’’. 

Hie Dutch said the alleged 
.SS-20 reduction was not enough 
lo make them renounce Cruise 
deployment. 

Britain’s response was only .sli- 
ghtly less dismissive. Foreign Sec- 
retary Sir Geoffrey Howe .said the 
superpowers would have to make 
substantial cuts in their nuclear 
slocl^iles before Britian would 
consider engaging in negotiations. 

NATO analysts said among the 
least acceptable of Gorbachev’s 
propo.sals was his af^roach on 
medium-range nudear missiles. 

He defined U-S. Pershing-2 and 
CruB»e missiles us strategic, and 
therefore subject to the 50 per 
cent cut, while exempting Mos- 
cow's triple-warhead SS-2^s on 
the grounds that they could not hit 
the United States. 

"That's wholly unacceptable 
and the Europeans see that.’’ a 
West European dfolomat said. 

Analysts said Moscow had eve- 
ntually accepted the Western def- 
iniikm of strategic weapons by 
range in previoiis arms neg- 
otiations and would probably £> 
so again this time. 

Belgian Foreign Minister Leo 
Tindemans said there were app- 
arent inconsistencies between 
what Gortiachcv had said in public 
and what had been put on the 
table in Geneva. 

] A NATO d^lomat familiar 
with the talks said the Kremlin 
leader had deliberately avoided 
publicising some of the more bla- 
tantly one-sided features of Mos- 
cow’s formal proposals.

THE LSRAEI.l miliuiry hiuided 
over the remains of Khalil AlxJ- 
silluh Mustafa Awawddi to his 
family Septemlier .1. who was 
immediately rd)uried inhis village 
according to Islamic tradition. 
Awawd(£, from Dura (population 
IS.OUO) in Ihe Hdiron district, 
was killed Novem()er8. 1 976. dur- 
ing an armed clash with Israeli 
soldiers in the Hdiron hills. His 
body has been kq>l in a secret 
cemetery since ihtm-. 

The t)ody was handed over nea- 
rly four months after the Israeli 
tfigh Court turned down an app- 
eal to allow the family to open the 
coffin and iaqiect the remaias, an 
action the authorities have lieen 
resisting. 

Awawdeh is ihe ttiird case in 
which the remaias of Palestinian 


oommandos have lieen relumed 
lo their families lo lie rdiuried in 
their birthplace. The flrsl two 
were Alidul Aziz Rujouli and Ibr- 
ahim Khalid Salim, iiotii from the 
Hdiron distria. Rajoub was killed 
May 24. 1472, during a hijacking 
altenqit of a Belgian airliner to 
I .ydda aiiporl laid .Sulim was kil- 
led in the same battle as Awa- 
wddi. Rujouli's remaias were ret- 
urned to hu family in March and 
Salim's in April.

Time running out cm Reagan’s hope to 


reshape Supreme Court with conservatism

WASHINGTON — Presideot 
Reagan's chance to fulfll a con- 
servative dream by reshaping the 
U-S. .Supreme Court in his own 
ri^t-wing image seems to be sli- 
pping away. 

The nine powerful justices ret- 
urned for a new court terra this 
week, with major social issues 
again before thera undersooring 
the faa that none appears likely to 
retire soon even thou^ their ave- 
rage age is 7 1 . Five a re 76 or older. 

Thus the 74-year-old Reagan, 
with just over diree years left in 
office, may be thwaitM by a band 
of elderly peers in bis hopes of 
appointing philosophical soul- 
mates to die court and giving its 
rulings a conservative twist for 
decades to ooinc. 

Hie justices are named for life 
or until they quit. 

“No one on the court shows any 
deposition to leave." said Col- 
umbia University Law Dean 
Beano Sdimidi. "Whether diere 
will be any openings is a medical 
prediction, not a l^al Qne." 

The ind^iendent sqiirit of the 


aging jurists was recently summed 
Hai 


up tartly by justice Harry Bla- 
ckmua. 76. part of the High 
Court’s moderate-liberal bloc and 
author of a landmark 1973 dec-, 
isbn legalising abortion. He said a 
lawyer bad written to ask if he 
ou^t not retire, and he had rq>- 
lied; 

Dear Mr. So-and-so: No. Sin- 
cerely. Harry A. Blackmun.” 


As one of the three equal bra- 
nches of government under the 
Ui). system, with Congress and 
the Executive Branch, the Sup- 
reme Court in recent years has 
decided such fundamental matters 
as death penalty standards, abo- 
rtion ri^ Is, school prayer and rac- 
ial and sexual equality disputes. 

Although Reagan loyalists 
hoped the court under con- 
servative Chief Justice Warren 
Burger would overturn some lib- 
eral rulings of the 1 4S0s and 60s, it 
has (^pom such administration 
social policy goals as restoring 
prayer in public schools, out- 
lawing abortion and weakening 
“affirmative action" programmes 
to help minorities and women. 

Just before it recessed for the 
summer, for instance, the court 
struck down an Alabama law 
•permittiag sdiool prayer. 

The: justices have generally 
sided widi Reagan on law and 
order issues, relaxing rules that 
prohibited police from using.' ill- 
egally obtained evidence and req- 
uired them to inform a suspect of 
hi5 right tof remain silent and to 
have a la^er. 

But this u scant solace to dis- 
appomied consevatives'. 

They' have always assumed 
Reagan's power to appoint Sup- 
reme Court justices would prove 
his greatest lasting legacy and tiie 
key to adiieving social policy ref- 
orms shunned by Congress. 

His Mly appointment opp- 
ortunity to dace came in 1481, his 
first year in office, when he named 
conservative Sandra O'Connor as 


the first woman U.S. Supreme 
Court jus'CfCe. 

*‘lt was a natural expectation 
that over eight years we would 
have more appointaieals'* in view 
of the age ana service longevity of 
the current group, said Terry Eas- 
tland, a Justice Department spo- 
kesman who closely follows the 
.Supreme CourL 

While Reagan’s second and last 
White House term runs until Jan- 
uary. 1484, Eastland said be had 
less than three years to r^ape 
the court in practice since it would 
he difficult to nnake changes in the 
J 988 presidential election year. 

The Senate must confirm Sup- 
reme Court nominees. 

Despite its gradual shift to the 
right compart widi the liberal 
court of earlier decades, the court 
still remains divided Jietween four 
moderate-liberals and four con- 
servatives with Lewis Poweil. 78, 
providing a swing vote. 

To shfft the balance decisively 
to the right Reagan must rqiface 
at least twoofttaeliherals: William 
Brennan, 79. Thurgood Mar>hali, 
77, John Paul Stevens. 65, and 
Blackmun: 

Hie conservatives are Chief 
Justice Burger, 78, 0’ConBor 55. 
William Rehnquist 60, and Byron 
White, 68. 

Burger has made dear his int- 
ention to stay on the bench to pre- 
side over the bicentennial •cel- 
ebration of the U.S. constitution 
in 1987. 

Brennan, the oldest jnstice, 
a|i^inted to the bench nearly 50 
years ago by President 


Eisenhower, continues to play w 
active role as the master strategist 
for the IBieruis. 

Powell missed arguments in 
about one-third of the cases last 
term after surgery for prostate 
cancer, but ^^ears to have fully 
recovered and will be on hand for 
the 1985-86 term. 


Longevity Is a tradition at the 
hi^ court, where 34 of the 102 
justices sqipointed since the late 
1 8di century have remained artive 
past their 75th birthdays.

“Children 
need to identity wito a moral code 
and we synq>a^e with those par- 
ents who want toeir dtSdren to be 
brought up within a religious dic- 
tum.” 

Islam was born Steven Geo- 
igjou in London, the son of a 
Creek fetoer and a Swedish mot- 
her. 

His first hit single. 1 Love My 
Dog. came in 1966, and for more 
than 10 years — sxcq>t for 1968, 
when he was strude by tub- 
erculosis — be turned out a pro- 
fusion of ballads, lyrical love 
songs, and up-beat numbers. 

But he became disilliisioned. In 
1 977, he converted to Islam. Four 
years later, he dedared he was no 
longer seeldng qtplause and fame 
and he auetioaed his gold records 
and other belongings. 

The conversion has tra- 
nsformed him boto spriritually 
and physically. He now has all toe 
trqpings of a devout Muslim, a 
long black beard and an ankle- 
length robe. 

He and his Turkish wife Fawzia 
have three dau^ters under toe 
age of six.

demands from Muslims for rel- 
igious education. There is no 
state-funded Islamic school for 
Britain's one- million-strong Mus- 
lim community, toe biggest rel- 
mmority m toe country. 

The Islamia school opened 
toree years ago wito 13chilaren.lt 
'now has 70 pupils, both boys and 
girls, and a waiting list of 500. 
Islam says more and more parents 
are asking to send toeir children to 
Islamic sdiools. 

All toe pupils wear modest clo- 
thes. altoou|^ toere is no pressure 
on girls to observe toe strict Isl- 
amic code of dress. There is no 
pressure for a segregated primary 
school. “Up to the age of pube^ 
there is no problem.” Islam said. 

The curriculum concentrates 00 
Don-religious matters to avoid 
' charges toat precedence for rel- 
^kms subjects would put learners 
at a disadvantage Mien seeking 
jobs. 

Islam says his school is jeto- 
orientated. equpping pupils aca- 
demicaUy to meet the domSs of a 
fast-changing society. 

Despite the emphasis on science 
and toe relative tolerance on 
dress, three things are dis- 
couraged; Shorts, mini-skute and 
toe theories of Charles Darwin. 

Although pupils are briefed on 
Darwin’s theories on evolution, 
toey are told not to accqrt toem as 
facts. Islam says Darwin’s nrodel is 
wrong “because ... it is to exclude 
God, it is to exclude belief in toe 
Creator.” 

Education officials in norto 
London ace oonsidering giving toe 
school “voluntary-aid^ status.” 

Under toe provision, from 
which many Christian and Jewish 
schools benefit, the local edu- 
cation authority pays toe staff and 
■85 per cent of toe capital costs.. 
The sponsoring church, syn- 
agogue or mosque has a majority 
on the governing boards, and con- 
sequent control over curriculum 
and staff appointments. 

A final study of Islam's school, 
made by toe local autoority at the 
end of August, has been sent to 
toe d^artment of education for a 
decisioo. 

The Islamia school ^ present 
draws its funds from fees and don- 
adons.

The Turkish 
experience: 

Women face 
entrenched attitudes

ANKARA — Tiiik^ prides itself 
on the relative freedom its women 
have, but entrenched attitudes 
mean toe vast majority are stfll 
regarded as second-class dtizens. 
deqxite 50 years of universal suf- 
frage. 

This is unlikely to change soon, 
according to the small, ducated 
mmority of toe country’s women. 

There are women doctors and 
.lawjwrs in big towns but toe hi^^er 
echelons of toe civfl service and 
government remain largely a male 
presepre. 

Turkey has had only two 
women cabinet jniaisters. And 
women deputiea-^ 12 in the pre- 
smit 400-^t parliament — have 
little influence as riiown by stoat 
happened to bflis introduced by 
two of them last Decentoer. 

One bfll stoito would have . 
made men liable to prosecution 
for adulteiy was quashed by an 
all-male committee. At present, 
women can be jailed for iq> to 
toree years, while men are imp- 
risoned only for efifective coh- 
abitation.

Polygamy, although illegal, is 
widely practised in the oou- 
ntiysUe.

Turkey’s civfl code, adapted 
from toe Swiss code in 1926, lea- 
ves no doubt where women stand: 
“Head of the union is toe husband 
... toe wife looks after toe home ... 
she may take a job or engage m an 
art wito toe pennission of toe hus- 
band...” 

Mustafa Kamal Ataturk made 
•modern Turkey a secular state in 
toe 1920s and 30s. but even today 
strong traditions colour how 
women are regarded. 

Until recently, toe use of hea-, 
dscarves. toe traditional Turkish 
‘ way of observing toe Islamic req- 
uirement that women's beads be 
covered, was banned at uni- 
versities in the name of Sec- 
ularism. This was reversed after 
considerable public drixate.

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U.S. calls for increased World Bank lending 


SEOUL (R) — The United States, formally ack-: 
nowledgiiig that Its debt strata has changed, Mon- 
day urged the World Bank to boost hs lending to 
debtor nations. 


U.S. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker said in a spe^ Monday the 
bank oouU boost its annual pay- 
out to debtor countries to S 1 3.5 to 
•$14b01iod a year from the $11.4 
billion Irat in its last financial year. 

His attitude towards the bank 
contrasts sharply with the U.S. 
positioo under former secretary 
Mr. Donald Regan. Mio had att- 
eri^ted to rein in the banl^s act- 
ivi^. 

Mr. Baker, according to U.S. 
' officials Sunday nighL wUI issue a 
statement Tuesday on his pro- 
posals to improve the Western 
debt strategy. 

He also said Monday the l^ank 
should increase loans tied to ref- 
orms designed to restore eco- 
nomic health in debtor countries, 
a land of leading that b usually 
undertaken by the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Under the current Western 
idd>t strat^. individual dditor 
nations undertake economic ref- 
orms prescribed by the IMF in 


return for loans from the global 
.Inding ageory. 

In turn, Ihb trig^red private 
bank loans to Thiro World del>- 
tofs, who owe over $700 billion of 
foreign dd)t. 

But in recent months com- 
mercial bank loans to debtor cou- 
ntries have dwindled uriiile those 
nations have foiled to carry out 
economic reforms in full. 

Accordingly, Mr. Baker has 
said the current strate^ needs 
inymving. since the debt crisis has 
lasted three years. 

Id (he first indication of his 
plans, he urged more lending by 
the bank, which traditionally 
promotes long-term economic 
development in the Third World. 

Mr. Baker's allies, worried that 
the IMFs role as policeman of the 
global financial system might lie 
played down, have uiged Mr. 
oater to stress that the fimd is still 
crucial. 

In addition to a bolstered World 
Bank role. Western monetary off- 


icials eiqpect the Baker statement 
to stress the need for debtor nat- 
ions to carry out economic ref- 
onns and for oomzneix^ banks to 
oonthue lending to them. 

Aktogside a more prominent 
role for the Itank. however. Mr. 
Baker is likely to en^asise toal 
World Bank loans should be tied 
to economic refonns similar to 
those conditions tinder vriiidi IMF 
funds are lent out the officials 
said. 

West German Bundesbank 
(Central Bank) Chairman Kari 
Otto Poehl told Reuters the Baker 
statement would stress “the cen- 
tral role of the fund** and lay to 
rest rqtorts that World ^k len- 
ding conditions would be relaxed. 

West defuses calls from 
poor states 

Industrial nations Monday suc- 
ceeded in defusing calls from poor 
countries for an overhaul of the 
world financial system, leaving 
d^eloping world hopes resting 
with a new U.S. initiative to tackle 
the dd>t crisis. 

The IMF's policy making Int- 
erim Committee saw the ind- 
ustrialised world take a hard line 


on a number of key issues, out- 
voting devek^ing countries and 
keq>mg a ti^t rein on access to 
the fund’s loans. 

Monetary sources said poor nat- 
ions must now their hopes of a 
much touted U.S. plan to boost 
the role of the World Bank that 
Mr. Baker has promised to outline 
on Tuesday. 

A five page communique issued 
by the Interim Committee offer^ 
little comfort to debtor nations. It 
said the weakening of world exp- 
ort markets, lower commodity 
prices and pioblens in domestic 
economic management hit the 
develc^ing nations. 

The committee met into the 
early hours of Monday morning, 
with the United States and Japan 
pushing through a move to cut 
back sl^dy the amount of fun^ 
debtor nations can draw from the 
IMF under credit programmes. 

TheIMFcut bade to 90 percent 
from 95 percent the proportion of 
a coumiy's quotus with the fund 
that can he borrowed each year. 

Although the reduction was in 
line with an often stated policy oi 
the industrial nations, it dis- 
appomted develof^g countries 
and flew in the foce of IMF Man- 


aging Director Jacques De Lar- 
osire who had argued that it could 
give a wrong signal to the world’s 
Vandal markets. 

Develc^ing country deihands 
for a reform of the world mon- 
etary system were chanelled into a 
promii^ debate at next spring’s 
routine IMF meeting. A call, 
made forcefully by India, to set up 
a spedal group of offidals from 
rich and poor nations to study pos- 
sible reforms, was reject^ by 
major industrial nations. 

In addition, the industrial cou- 
ntries again outvoted poor cou- 
ntries on a call to create extra liq- 
uidity for the ftnancial system thr- 
ough a newwdistribution of the 
fund’s hybrid currency unit, the 
Special Drawing Right (SDR). 

The worid's poorest nations will 
have access to a new $2.7 billion 
fund, but European nations ref- 
used to be steamrollered into acc- 
epting U.S. plans that it he dou- 
bled by extra contributions, mon- 
etary sources said. 

IMF report calls for more 
world aid qoickly 

Meanwhile, an IMF report Iss- 
ued Monday said that the World’s 
ridi states must increa.se Hnoncia! 


aid to poor countries urgently. 

Aid to developing countries was* 
stagnant over toe last few years 
even though a huge number of 
people still lived in absolute pov- 
erty. it said. 

The repon reviewed many asp- 
ects of worid aid. including how it 
was used in toe past and concluded 
that most was productive and hel- 
ped vast numbers of people, ev'en 
though there had been some fai- 
lures. 

There was considerable room 
for improvement in the way 
money was used by recipients and 
some scope for increasing the flow 
from riA to poor countries by 
novel lending schemes, like mar- 
rying soft loans to private com- 
pany industrial investracnL 

But there was no escaping the 
need for traditional government 
to government low-interest rate 
funds. 

“Donors should exert red-, 
oubled efforts to increase the sup- 
ply of official development ass- 
istance os a matter of urgency,’’ it 
said. 

The report, taking three years 
to complete, was commissioned by 
the IMFs advisory development 
body which met here Monday. 


Nakasone says protectionism is ‘a plague’ 


TOKYO (R) — Prime Minister 
Yasuhiro Nakasone Monday den- 
ounced protectionism as “plague 
which once loosed upon the world 
will cr^Ie all our economies.” 

lo a speech to the foreign cor- 
respondoits' Oub of Japan. Mr. 
Nakasone said Japan would do 
what it could to correct the huge 
trade imbalances drawing threats 
of protectionst retaliation in toe 
U.S. Confess. 

“It pains me to hear Japan lab- 
elled as unfair and 1 am det- 
ermined to work to stop sudi cri- 
ticism,” Mr. Nakasone sakJ. “I 
have taken it upon myself to bring 
greater initiative and renewed 
vigour to Japanese policy.” 

“I assure you that Japan will 
correct any causes of the trade 
imbalance that Japan is res- 
pODsble for.” he said. 

Mr. Nakasone cited a list of 
5tq)s takoi by Japan to tackle the 
problem of its trade surplus. These 
mduded the series of programmes 
to open up Japanese markets and 
measures to stimulate domestic 
demand so toat Japanese might 


buy more foreign He also 

noted Japan's role in seeking to. 
drive up toe value of the yen in 
order to Improve the Ui>. trade 
position. 

Mr. Nakasone quoted with app- 
roval Presideni Reagan’s remark 
toat “protectionism is a one-way 
trip to eocxiomic disaster.” 

He said protection, now Japan’s 
nuniher one international con- 
cern. could reverse world eco- 
nomic expansion and sharpen 
Third World debt problems. 

He told corre^ondents “trade 
imbalances must corrected at all 
costs.” But he added the way to do 
it was by achieving balanced trade 
at hi^er levels. 

lo a rare departure from pra- . 
ctice. Mr. Nakasone^x>ke in Eng- 
I ish. poss3>ly as a rehearsal for his 
speech to toe United Nations 
General Assembly later this 
monih. 

His delivery was relaxed and 
confidant He replied to questions 
tn Japanese but did not use his 
interpreter to translate the que- 
stions. 


Asked about ethics and mor- 
ality in modem Japan. Mr. Nak- 
asone said: “We should deny the 
short-sifted or selfish ty^re of 
morally which seems to have exi- 
sted in pre-war d^.” But he said 
“there u a need for a sound nat- 
ionalism to create a basis for dem- 
ocracy.” 

Baker warns of mounting 
{Hntectionism in U.S. 

Meanwhile. U.S. Treasury Sec- 
retary James Baker told dev- 
elc^mg nations in Seoul Monday 
toat if th^ foiled to back a new- 
trade round, protectionist trends 
in America may increase. 

In a ^eech to a World Bank/ 
IntematioDal Monetary Fund 
(IMF) committee grouping 'Third 
Worid countries and riA nations, 
toe U.S. treasury secretary also 
warned toat if new trade talks ran 
aground toe U.S. Congress mif t 
be less wflling to finance the mt- 
emational d^elopment banlu 
which aid the Third World. 


“The failure to launch a (new 
trad^ round could increase toe 
likelihexMj of protectionist leg- 
islation.” Mr. Baker said. 

“1 therefore urge all of you to 
lend )iour active support to toe 
new round.” he said. 

Monetary sources said his rem- 
arks appeared to be directed at 
India and Brazil who aref^tinga 
rearguard action under toe Gen- 
eral Agreement on TarifEs and 
Trade (GATT) to block a U.S. 
proposal that new trade rules sho- 
uld govern trade in services — 
such as banking and insurance — 
agriculture and goods. 

At a recent GATT meeting in 
Geneva. America won backing for 
hs bid to begin preparatory talks 
on a new round, overcoming Third 
World opposition led by India and 
Brazil. 

A number of developing nat- 
ions fear that if th^ open their 
markets to the powerful American 
service industry, their own ind- 
ustries will be swaiiq>ed by com- 
petition. 


Kuwaiti minister sees 
critical ’86 for OPEC 


Modest mterverition pidk bade st dollar 


FRANKFURT (R) — Central 
banks intervened to sell dollars on 
foreigD exchanges Monday to try 
to cuih a stut^ra rise by the 
American currency which traders 
.said reflected a renewal of spe- 
culative su]!^n. 

The Bundesbank and Bank of 
England were both detected int- 
ervening in a modest way in Eur- 
opean trading after similar activity 
^ toe Bank of Japan and toe U.S. 
I^eral Reserve in the Far E^ 
earlier Monday, monetaiy sources 
said. 

The intervention by the West 
German central hank was notable 
for being its first in toe open mar- 
ket since Fri). 20. when tne dollar 
was making a record-breaking 
climb to 3.47 marks. 

The moves by toe central banks 


brought toe dollar down from 
Monday’s hif s of around 2.6665 
marks and 2J7.80 yen. On Moo- 
d^ afternoon it stood at 2.64 
marks and 215.75 yen. up three 
{tfenoigs and almost two yen from 
the New York dose on Friday. 
Sterling was down three-quarters 
of a cent to $1.4175. 

. The U.S. currency had been 
steadily dedining since the jriedge 
on S^t. 22 by the Group ^ ETve 
leadng industrial nations to work 
iogetoer for a softer dollar — a 
goal aimed at heading off pro- 
tectionist UJi. trade measures. 

However, the lack of new mea- 
sures from the group during their 
meeting in Seoul at toe weekend 
emtoldened some traders who 
believe the dollar will soon start to 
move iq)waids ^ain. 
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But markets are still confijsed in 
the absence of any dear direction 
being establislied for the dollar, 
dealers said. 

Leading industrial countries 
have sold about S4 billion in exc- 
hange markets since the Group of 
Five decisioa was made in New 
Yoiic. in response to U.S. ini- 
tiatives. 

Dealers could not immediately 
estimate the extent oi Monday’s 
inteiveations. 

Monetaiy sources gatoered in 
Seoul for the annual Intemationai 
Monetary Fund conference said 
toe Groiq> of Five — toe U.S .. Bri- 
tam. France. West Germany and 
Japan — were largely htqjpy with 
toe dollar's nine per cent drop In 
value {gainst toe mark. They ror-

But central banks seem likely to

surge by the dollar, wito some tra- 
ders taking their profits after the 
unit’s recent dedines. 

The doilai's firmer tone Mon- 
day morning d^ressed gold, 
which was back in its recent tra- 
diim range between $315 and 
$3fo after rising to test resistance 
at around $330 on Friday. 

Bullion was fixed at $326.25 ah 
ounce, down 50 cents. 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwaii’.s Oil 
Minisler Ali Al Khalifa Al .Sabah, 
was quoted Monday as saying toe 
coming months ■would' be crucial 
to the fate of OPEC and toe oil 
exporter group faced a critical 
time early next year.

SheOch Ali. in Morocco to att- 
end talks by Arab ministers of 
energy and mineral resources, said 
the coming months gave the 1 3- 
nation OPEC (Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
time to review policies in the wake 
of differences at its ministerial 
conference in Vienna last week. 

The ministers failed to agree on 
concerted efforts to adhere to the 
group's official pri(^ and pro- 
duction quotas. 

Saudi Arabia. OPECs biggest 
producer, said it was joining the 
rest of the group in selling crude at 
disoounts and members including 
Iraq and Ecuador left the talks 
announcing they intended to pro- 
duce well above theiralloned quo- 
tas. 

Nigerian minister talks 
of *ncw OPEC 

Meanwhile. Prof. Tam 
David-West. Nigerian minister of 
petroleum resources, told OPE- 
CNA Sunday night that the 75tb 
(extraordinary) OPEC meeting 
which ended here Friday marked 
the beginning of “a new OPEC’. 

He said it would be an org- 
anisation in which new realities 
were faced and changes acc- 
ommodated. 

“OPEC should be dynamic, not

“We sat down to look, for ins- 
tance. at issues whidi made ’fid- 
dling' by member countries nec- 
essary.” he said, noting that “ new' 
scenarios” were considered' for 
accommodating new situations.

Policeman killed, 220 
hurt in London riots 

200 policemen wounded as rioters use guns

LONDON (R) — A pcdken^ died and 220 petHile 
were iiyiir^ in London riots which saw the first 
recorded nse of gims rioters in street clashes in 
mainland Britain, polira said. 


The officer who died after being 
stabbed Sunday was also the first 
policeman killM during inner city 
rioting on the mainland. 

At least five people .suffered 
gun-shot wounds in the riot fy 
hundreds of mostly black youite 
in the north London suburb of 
Tottotham. The trouble began 
over die death of a black woman 
during a police search of her 
home. 

Two hundred of die wounded 
were police officeis. Five were 
said to be in a serious oonditioa. 

Police said youdis set fire to a 
car in an isolated incident early 
Mondw but they described the 
Tottenham arra as calm but tense 
Monday morning. 

Scores of armoured police vefa- 
icles and teams (rf reinforoements 
were standing by. 


Earlier, more than 500 police in 
full riot gear and armed widi pla- 
stic bullet guns manned the str- 
eets. though no bullets were rep-, 
orted to have been fired 

Three of die injured p^icemen 
and at least diree journalists were 
shot in Miat government officials 
said was an unprecedented use of 
sbo^uns used against ralice in 
uiban riots in mainland Britain. 

Youths brandished bricks, nai- 
led clidis and petrol bombs, setting 
fire to cars, shops and homes and 
terrifying local residents.
